$400 per y ear at the inside limit. 
The 
only way they hav e of raising this 
money is throu g h th eir concerts anu 
entertainm ents. 
L ast March 
after 
months of preparation the band pro­ 
du ced o ne of the best am ateu r dram as 
ov erplay ed in Dix on, ex pecting a 'lib­ 
eral patronag e from ou r people, not 
only in the interest of the band, bu t 
becau se of the m erit of the arod iction. 
In tiiis they were disappointed, the 
proceeds barely pay ing the ex penses of 
the v entu re. 
This natu ra lly discou r­ 
ag ed the members and accou nts to some 
ex tent for their action at the present 
t ¡me. 
For sev eral y ears past ou r city has 
had a concert band of a v ery hig h 
c riler. 
T h e consolidation 
of the old 
Farg o and Henderson bands brou g ht 
tog ether an org anization of mu sicians 
which we are free to say cannot be 
equ alled by any city in the cou ntry of 
the size of Dix on. 
This g oes withou t | 
qu estion when it is remem bered that 
ou r boy s were th e center of all ey es at 
W ashing ton in 18 94 and at Lou isv ille 
in 18 65. 
T he band at present is in 
practically as g ood condition mu sically 
as a t those times. 
Dix on has receiv ed 
more free and pleasing adv ertising at 
the 
hands of ou r mu sicians 
than 
throu g h any other of her org anizations. 
At home Prof. Sm ith lias been able 
throu g h the ability of his mu sicians to 
raise the standard of ou r people’s mu ­ 
sical desires as has been witnessed in 
the h ig h er g rade of selections render­ 
ed by the band in its concerts from 
y ear to y ear. 
< )u r band boy s hav e al­ 
way s been most liberal in charitable 
work, hav ing donated serv ices v alu ed 
at $7 .j to $100 to the hospital aside from 
rendering mu sic free on oth er occa­ 
sions less pu blic. 
Mu st we lose this splendid mu sical 
org anization or will the oeople who de­ 
riv e the benefit—and th a t inclu des all 
—see to it th a t som ething in done to 
keep the boy s tog ether. 
We know the 
band does not ask for charity , bu t sim ­ 
ply asks recog nition in a su bstantial 
way for its time and efforts.

erved by the young ladies of the class

The coolness created by the 
bounteous supply of ice cream was 
purely physical, for when the president 
introduced as toastmaster Superintend­ 
ent E. C. Smith, a sentiment of genial 
warmth at once pervaded the company.

These a r g u m e n t s prevailed two y ears 
ago w hen a similar bill w as befo re the 
legislatu re, bu t the dairy in terests were 
better o rganized this time an d by reso rt­ 
ing to the accepted practices o f legisla­ 
tive diplo m acy they su cceeded in g e t­ 
ting the bill thro u gh.

itself to m a ke its a ppe a r a n c e mo re in­ 
viting.

A bill which h a s been discu ssed very 
little in the pu blic print an d y et is re ­ 
g a rd e d o ne o f the best bills passed at 
this sessio n is t h a t which abso lu tely 
pro hibits the sale o f co caine in this state 
ex cept o n the prescriptio n o f a regu larly 
licensed phy sician. 
It is said the bill 
w as aim ed prim arily at a ce rta in pa ten t 
medicine o f which co caine fo rmed the 
basic c o m po nent part, bu t o u tside o f 
that pu rpo se, the feeling is general that 
the bill is an ex cellent o ne in th a t it will 
serve as a s a fe g u a r d fo r tho se who are 
likely to beco me the victims i f a c r a v­ 
ing fo r the dru g. 
N o w that the bill co mpelling o u tside 
co rpo ratio ns to file articles o f in c o rpo ra­ 
tio n in this s t a t e a s a co nditio n precedent 
to do ing bu siness in the sta te has be­ 
co me a law, th e wo nder is ex pressed 
th a t su ch an act w as no t passed befo re. 
The bill w ent th ro u g h with no o ppo si­ 
tio n w o rth y o f mentio n. 
It simply s u b­ 
jects fo reign co rpo ratio ns to the restric­ 
tio ns a n d regu latio ns impo sed u po n do ­ 
mestic co rpo ratio ns. 
T hey m u s t have 
pu blic o ffices in Illino is an d pa y inco r­ 
po ratio n fees based o n the a m o u n t o f 
capital sto ck invested in bu siness in the 
state. 
The se c re ta ry o f s t a t e es tim a tes 
th a t with these fees, to gether with the 
be tte r o ppo rtu n ity to levy a ju st 
p r o ­ 
po rtio n o f tax es, the revenu es o f the 
stat« will be swelled a h u n d r e d o r mo re 
th o u s a n d do llars a y ear. 


F e e lin g of R elief. 
T h ‘*re w as co nsiderable co nsternatio n 
when first it becam e kno w n that the 
libel law o f 189 5 had been repealed, bu t 
o n lo o king the m a t t e r u p, disco veries 
w ere m a d e which bro u g h t a feeling o f 
relief to the m en mo st interested—the 
pro prieto rs o f new spapers. 
It was a s ­ 
su m ed that the repeal o f the law passed 
tw o y ea rs ago had the effect o f wiping 
every s t a t u t e relating to libel o ff the 
bo o ks a n d th a t the o ld English co m m o n 
law wo u ld be the o nly gu ide in pro sec u ­ 
tio ns fo r libel. 
The co m m o n law was 
based o n the theo ry that “ kings co u ld 
do no w ro n g ” an d it is no t in h a r m o n y 
with the liberty o f the n ine teenth c e n ­ 
tu ry . 
As a m a t t e r o f fact, ho wever, the 
law o f 189 5 
did 
no t repeal 
ex isting 
s ta tu te s relating to libel. 
It w as merely 
a su pple m e n ta r y s ta tu te which did no t 
define libel, bu t merely fix ed limitatio ns 
in th e m a t t e r o f d a m a g e s an d pro vided 
fo r the better pro tectio n o f tho se mo st 
liable to be su ed. 
W ith the repeal o f 
this law, the m a t t e r is left ju st as it 
w as prio r to 189 5. 
A piece o f legislatio n which is o f spe­ 
cial interest to peo ple who live alo ng 
the n avigable s tr e a m s o f Illino is is that 
which was fathe re d by R e pre se ntative 
King, 
pro viding fo r 
th e licensing o f 
s h a n t y bo ats an d cra fts o f peo ple who 
live o n the water. 
As a ru le they ar** 
no t a desirable class o f peo ple a n d their 
co de o f ho no r is no t a rigid o ne. F a r m e r s 
and villagers alo ng the rivers su ffer a 
deal fro m their petty depredatio ns and 
it is ho ped th a t by the en fo rcem en t o f 
this law, the mo re o bjectio nable element 
o f these peo ple will be dispo sed o f. 
Mr. 
Kin g sacrificed mu ch to secu re this law 
and a lth o u g h his fello w m e m be rs e x ­ 
tracted a deal o f fu n o u t o f the bill, ne 
will go ho me to his co n s titu e n ts with the 
co nscio u sness o f h aving do ne so m e thing 
fo r them fo r which they will be gratefu l 
to him 
» ♦ifl« *« l in C om m ittee . 
Co nsiderable regre t has been ex pressed 
that o ne law, who se pro spects fo r pa s s ­ 
a g e wer * very bright two w eeks ago . 
w as stifled in co mmittee. 
T h e d is a p­ 
po in tm en t o f its friends was especially 
keen fro m the fact that it passed the 
ho u se u n an i m o u s ly and had a m a jo rity 
o f the senate pledged u nequ ivo ca lly to 
su ppo rt it. 
The co m mittee o n edu catio n 
o f the se n ate sim ply to - 
k the respo nsi- 
bility u po n itself to kill 
th e bill by 
t h w a r t i n g the will o f the m ajo rity . 
The 
ex cu se w as m ad e that, the bill w a s d e ­ 
fective in its- 
pro visio ns, bu t no a t ­ 
te m pt w as m a d e to rem edy these d e ­ 
fects. 
Inclu ded in the sen ate’s v >teo f t h a n ks 
to L ie u ten a n t Go verno r N o rth o o tt 
fo r 
his abb- and im partial pr s*id**ncy o ver 
th a t bo dy w as the co n g ratu latio n th a t 
no t a single decisio n o f his w a s appealed 
fro m d u r in g th** sessio n. 
It is an * x - 
perienee which has, perhaps, no t been 
the lo t o f a n y o th e r president o f the s e n ­ 
ate.
